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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 18, 20, 28, and 32 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Sender, U. S. Patent 6,851,211. 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant 
application. Based upon the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the 
reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 102(e). This rejection 
under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference 
was derived from the inventor of this application and is thus not the 
invention "by another," or by an appropriate showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

2. With respect to claims 32, Sender teaches a rotating sign mounted to 
a ceiling comprising a sign mounting bracket 12 and a graphic holder 16 
rotateably mounted to the bracket. 

3. With respect to claim 1 8, Sender teaches the graphic display 
including a bottom wall (figure 4), sidewalls 28, and a top wall 30 having a 
central opening. 

4. With respect to claim 20, Sender teaches fastener means 370 for 
attaching additional graphic sheets 317. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2, 3, 5, 8-12, 14-15, 17, 21-23, 25, 27, 29-31, 33-35 are 
allowed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 6, 7, 19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form 
including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

6. The applicant has point out several errors by the examiner in the last 
office. Every effort has been made to correct and clarify the office action. 

7. The applicant argument regarding the rejection of claims 32 and 34 
over Lineman in view of Schulpin is persuasive. The rejection has been 
withdrawn. 

8. The examiner maintains the rejection of claims 18, 20, 28, and 32 as 
being anticipated by Sender, U. S. Patent 6,851,211.
